However, it is respectfully submitted independent claim 1 is 
still allowable at least because Martin, Rees And Saperstein et al. do not. teach or suggest the 
combination of the stopper base, leg stopper and leg as recited in independent claim 1. Thus, 
independen claim 1 and the claims depending therefrom are also allowable.
